<lsts In preparing cured leaf tobacco 
for export to England anil other coun- 
tries.

The process of preparing this to- 


l.ncrn Is Interesting. 
Mr. Calkins 


liuys the best sweated tobacco he can 
tinil In the state for his export pro 
duct, nnd buys In all parts of 
the 


state. It being shipped to him In the 
cane. 
The cases are opened 
ami 


ench hand taken out separately and 
dipped In a tub of water. 
It Is then 


placed on a table and the moisture al- 
lowed to pernicnntt; the leaves grad- 
ually for twenty-four hours, 
mnklng 


them soft and pllablu. 


The tobacco IH then 'passed out to 


girls and boys who sit on stools with 
a large round block In 
their 
lap. 


With deft fingers the stem anil mid- 
rib Is quickly removed and each half 
of. the leaf is spread lint on the block 
nnd each end of the leaf .held 
by 


the knee. 


When from 
fourteen to 
' twenty 


leaves have been spread out. the ends 
are tied with a string and what Is 
caled a "book" has been formed. These 
books are spread upon canvas cover- 
ed frames nnd the moisture allowed 
to dry for several days, then packed 
in a tobacco ca^e and sent to 
Kng- 


land,- 


The best leaves are 'kept by thorn- 


helves and are used for binders 
by 


our Kngllsh cousins and the ragged 
and short leaves nre used tor fillers. 
Mr. Calkins has had a force of about 
forty-five girls steadily employed all 
cummer and through the fall and win- 
ter.

lay-off Just at -present to allow a 
large accumulations of books to dry

When the present, stock Is ready 


for shipment work will be resumed 
by the girls again. 
The reason the stems are taken out
